.2. Actually there has been considerable investigation of the 
Poppe r> case dating back some months. He lives in the British Zone 
of^Qeal&any, the British know all about him, and would, in fact, be 
gladJ^o get rid of him because of his nuisance value. The f act re- 
m&ihsY however, that we can see no compelling reason to go to all 
tiie trcniKLe of getting him to the United States, it is granted that 
he is a Far Eastern scholar of distinction, but, aside from his 
background, ha has little present or future usefulness to a secret 
intelligence organization. This last might be debated by his pro- 
ponents, but from an operational standpoint he has little to recom- 
mend him. 

3*- Mr. Frye has been pressing this case consistently with 
various people. It is my feeling that if he wants the man to 
come to this country so badly, he should have him apply as any 
* other B? would apply, then do what he can to get the State Depart- 
ment to: grant a visa.
